WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton told aides to “be very open” 
Wednesday, a day before they faced 
grand jury questioning in the probe 
of possible meddling in. the 
Whitewater investigation. The spe- 
cial prosecutor pleaded en Capitol 
Hill for Republicans to hold off their 
own hearings. 

With aides summoned to testify 
today, the White House bundled rel- 
evant papers for prosecutors. The 
appearances of at ieast two of 
President Clinton’s closest aides — 
Bruce, Lindsey and Harold Ickes — 
were postponed. 

Special prosecutor Robert B. Fiske 
called the Clinton administration 
“very responsive and cooperative” 
after trying to persuade Republicans 
to delay congressional hearings until 
he completes his inquiry into 
whether the White House attempted 
to influence the investigation. 

He said he planned to finish that 
part of his inquiry within a few

months, after which he would have

Angry Yeltsin cancels 
meetings with Nixon

MOSCOW — A peeved President 
Boris Yeltsin froze Richard Nixon out 
of the Kremlin on Wednesday, com- 
plaining about the hard-line 
Communist company the former pres- 
ident has been keeping. 

Nixon’s meetings with Yeltsin and 
other government officials were all 
canceled as a result of his talks-with 
Yeltsin opponents, particularly the 
man who proclaimed himself Russian 
president during last October’s upris- 
ing.. 

Then Yeltsin really got nasty: He 
took away the bodyguards and black 
Zil limousine his government had put 
at Nixon’s disposal. He did the same 
thing two years ago to another former 
president who angered him, Mikhail 
Gorbachev. 

Yeltsin said his snub should be no 
surprise. 

“This is impossible after the sort of 
meetings Nixon has had here, and I’m 
glad President Clinton supports this 
position,” Yeltsin said in unusually 
harsh remarks to reporters on Red

Yeltsin said Clinton had distanced 
himself from Nixon’s private visit, 
but Clinton said Wednesday he 
believed the Russian president should 
meet Nixon. 

“It’s up to President Yeltsin whom 
he sees and doesn’t see,” Clinton said. 
“IT wish he would see him (Nixon) 
because I think they’d enjoy talking 
to one another.” 

Yeltsin was in no mood for a friend- 
ly chat. 

“How can one do something like 
that? Coming to a country, and look- 
ing for some sort of stains here?” he 
said, scowling and jabbing his finger 
in the air to emphasize his disgust. 

A Nixon adviser accused Yeltsin of 
overreacting and of picking on the 
former president. : 

“T am surprised first of all that 
President Yeltsin would not find any- 
body but an 81-year-old former U.S. 
president who is his friend and 
Russia’s friend to re-assert his macho 
and to tell us that Russia is a great 
country;” Dmitry Simes_ told 


reporters.

Both said they had assured Fiske 

that prosecutors would get first crack 


at critical witnesses and that 
Congress would not grant immunity 
to anyone it called to testify. 

“We have assured the counsel we 
can conduct our oversight hearings 
in a manner which will not deter or 
preclude him from carrying out his 
responsibilities,” D’ Amato said. 

Fiske is probing the failure of 
Arkansas’ Madison Guaranty 
Savings and Loan Association and 
whether investors in the Whitewater 
land venture benefited from ques- 
tionable Madison transactions during 
the 1980s. 

Fiske is examining a series of 
meetings between White House offi- 
cials and federal regulators who were 
looking into Whitewater. 

He subpoenaed 10 administration 
officials to testify before a grand jury 
beginning Thursday. 

Asked Wednesday what advice 
he’d give to subpoenaed aides, 
Clinton said, “Just the same advice 
I’ve given everybody: Just tell them 
what happened. Answer the ques- 
tions and go on. Be very open.” 


White House Press Secretary Dee 
Dee Myers said officials have col- 
lected a stack of Whitewater-related 
documents to be turned over to 
investigators on Thursday. The docu- 
ments “could be a foot (high) but it’s 
not like many, many boxes, Hishe 
said. 

She also said some of the subpoe- 
naed aides would not be appearing . 

She did not name them, saying the 
matter was being dealt with by the 
various attorneys. 

In a statement released by his 
office, Lindsey’s attorney Allen 
Snyder said his client would be out 
of the city on a scheduled trip. 

“The special counsel’s office has 
agreed to Mr. Lindsey’s appearance 
for another date in the near future, 
probably next week,” the statement 
said. 

Ickes also was informed 
Wednesday his appearance was post- 
poned, tentatively to next week, 
according to an individual close to 
the case, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity.

Depression accounts for 50 percent of all suicides

Suicide goes through almost every- 
one’s mind, but those who actually 
attempt it are usually suffering from 
mental illness. 

David Clark, from the Center for 
Suicide Research and Prevention, said 
95 percent of suicide victims have 
psychiatric illness with 50 percent 
suffering from depression, 20. percent 
from alcoholism and about 10 percent 
from schizophrenia. 

“There is hardly a suicide in absence 
of mental illness,” Clark said. 

Half of those who have attempted 
suicide have implicated depression, 
he said. 

The factors contributing or leading 
to depression could include relation- 
ship breakups, a sense of failure and 
guilt. 


“Problems with girlfriends or 
boyfriends, parents, failure in class- 
rooms, or in the social realm may lead 
to depression,” said David Sorenson, 
director of BYU’s counseling and 
development center. 

A suicide attempt may follow a deep 
depression. 

“Suicide victims often make an 
attempt after a long period of hope- 
lessness and decline, followed by a 
precipitating event like the loss of a 
relationship, or lost self-esteem,” said 
David Smart, clinical professor of 
counseling and development at BYU. 

Guilt can also contribute to low self- 
esteem and self-defeating attitudes. 

“Exaggerated guilt is symptom of 
depression that interacts with suicidal 


thinking,” Clark said. 


Talking with a bishop or profession- 
al counselor can help people handle 
guilt appropriately, Sorenson said. 


Guilt caused by a failure to keep 
LDS Church commandments can lead 
to depression, Sorenson said. “Some 
people do things they feel are not for- 
givable, which is a misinterpretation 
of doctrine.” 

Guilt can also be associated with 
scholastic goals. 

Sorenson said some-people seek 
immediate perfection and often place 
unrealistic expectations on them- 
selves. 

“Some people think to get a B+ is a 
failure,” he said. 

Smart agreed that many students 
want to be perfect right now. 

“If they can’t be perfect or close to 
it, they become very worried, stressed 
or depressed,” he said. 

Smart said academic pressures are 
high at BYU because it is a selective 
and competitive university.

Law professor named VOICE adviser;

Choosing a man to advise the BYU- 
approved feminist club, VOICE, may 
seem odd, but the organization’s sup- 
porters say the selection of BYU law 
professor Fred Gedicks for the post 
should give the group more credibility 
on campus. 

“The fact that he has tenure, the fact 
that he is a man, and the fact that he is 
in the law school will give VOICE a 
lot of credibility,” said Linda Wilkins, 
co-coordinator of VOICE. 

“I’m really happy he did it,” said 
Cecilia Konchar Farr, VOICE’s cur- 
rent adviser. “It took a lot of integrity 
and courage on his part.” 


Gedicks will assume the position 
this fall following Konchar Farr’s 
departure from the organization and 
BYU. However, Gedicks will likely 
share advisement responsibilities with 
another faculty member, whose name 
hasn’t yet been released. 

Gedicks said there are a wide vari- 
ety of feminist issues on BYU cam- 
pus, and VOICE should be represent- 
ed. 

“J didn’t think this particular organi- 
zation should fade away due to lack 
of faculty sponsorship,” Gedicks said. 

Gedicks said the issues VOICE is 
involved with are issues that affect 
everyone, both male and female. 

In the past, there has been contro- 
versy with VOICE and its advise-

“T don’t expect that it will affect my 
position at the University,” Gedicks 
said. 

Gedicks teaches constitutional law, 
religion and politics. He has also been 
a speaker for two on-campus sympo- 
siums, where he addressed feminism 
and law.

“Some people try it with every 
expectation that it will not be success- 
ful. 

“They are making a statement by 
hurting themselves, but a few are not 
found in time and are successful.”

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Palestinian guards let armed Jew into mosque 


HEBRON, Occupied West Bank — An Israeli inquiry commission retracing 
gunman Baruch Goldstein’s steps heard Wednesday that army guards let him 
enter the Hebron mosque even though he wore a marksman’s protective head- 
set and carried a bag of ammunition. 

The major in charge of the guard. detail greeted Goldstein at the entrance and 
asked why he was wearing an army uniform. 

“Tm doing reserve duty,” the Jewish settler answered, then walked unhin- 
dered into the Tomb of the Patriarchs where he opened fire, killing at least 30 
Muslims kneeling in prayer. 

The new details confirmed earlier testimony by army commanders who said 
security was lax before the Feb. 25 massacre, with only half the 10 guards 
reporting for duty. 

Hundreds of troops patrolled outside while the five-member commission 
spent four hours Wednesday reconstructing the shooting spree inside the 
fortress-like shrine in central Hebron. 

Tensions remained high between the city’s 80,000 Palestinians and 450 
Jewish settlers living in six enclaves. The Palestinians have been confined to 
their homes under an army-imposed curfew since the massacre. 


CIA spy says $2.2 million needed to support son 


WASHINGTON — Accused CIA turncoat Aldrich Ames and his wife are 
citing the need to support their 5-year-old son in fighting government efforts to 
gain control of $2.2 million allegedly stashed overseas. 

In documents filed Wednesday in U.S. District Court in suburban Alexandria, 
Va., lawyers for the couple said, “The government’s interest in preserving 
available property cannot outweigh the Ames’ interest in providing necessary 
living expenses for their son,” Paul. 

The boy is staying with family friends in northern Virginia, defense lawyers 
say, because Ames, a 31-year CIA veteran, and his wife, Rosario, have been 
denied bail while*facing charges of spying for the Soviets and: then the 
Russians. 


Talks resume over Japanese trade imbalance 


TOKYO — Secretary of State Warren Christopher opened what promised to 
be difficult talks with Japan Today, as a top aide conceded, in diplomatic 
understatement, that the economic relationship between the two.economic pow- 

‘ers “is not in good shape.” 

“The secretary will be conveying a sense of urgency; we can’t allow these 
problems to fester,” said Winston Lord, assistant secretary of state for East 
Asian affairs. 

Christopher struck a conciliatory note before his arrival, declaring that “it is 
certainly not the intention of the United States to have a trade war with Japan.” 

Lord said Christopher will try to convince the Japanese that economic differ- 
ences between the two countries need “urgent attention.” 

His visit to Japan takes place in an atmosphere of increasingly strong U.S, 
measures designed to force the Japanese to open their markets and reduce the 
trade imbalance, now running $59.3 billion a year in Japan’s favor. 


Survey says Utahns favor SL Winter Games 


SALT LAKE CITY — The majority of Utahns surveyed just after the 
Olympic torch was extinguished in Lillehammer, Norway, said they favored 
Salt Lake City hosting the 2002 Winter Games. 

The Winter Games in Lillehammer, which attracted record television audi- 
ences, made 51 percent of those surveyed more enthusiastic about the prospect 
of an Olympiad in Utah. 

' According to a copyright Deseret News-KSL poll published Wednesday, 69 
percent of those questioned liked the idea of bringing the Winter Games to Salt 
Lake City. 

Of that number, 47 percent said they were strongly i in favor of hosting the 
Olympics and 22 percent said they were somewhat in favor. 

Twenty-eight percent opposed the idea, with 17 percent in strong opposition. 
Four percentsaid they didn’t know. 

The survey of 604 adults was conducted March 2-3 and had an error margin 
of plus or minus 4 percent. 

The International Olympic Committee will choose the pea of the 2002 event 

_in June 1995. 

Other possible:sites:include Quebec City; Canada; and cities in Switzerland, 
Sweden, Russia, Italy, Kazakhstan, Austria, Spain and Slovakia.

Wildlife councils to discuss 
concerns of Utah residents

In an effort to pay closer attention to 
wildlife concerns facing Utah resi- 
dents, the Utah Wildlife Board will 
meet Monday with newly formed 
councils designed to collect public 
comment. 

Agenda items for the meeting 
include discussion of the bear hunting 
proclamation, and a report from Utah 
Division of Wildlife Resources direc- 
tor Robert Valentine, according to 
information released by the DWR. 


The new councils, referred to as 


Wildlife Advisory Councils, will also 
report any public comment they have 
received. 

Formation of the councils signals an 
attempt by the DWR to be more in 
touch with the needs and concerns of 


Utah residents, Valentine said. 

“These experimental councils will 
provide a local, hands-on link 
between the people and the DWR,” 
Valentine. said. “And that is some- 
thing we have needed for a long 
time.” . 

The five councils consist of repre- 
sentatives from many different 
aspects of Utah culture, including 
sport, agriculture, environmental and 
federal representatives, the DWR 
released. 

The bear hunting proclamation is a 
proposal created by the DWR and 
submitted to the Utah Wildlife Board 
for public comment and possible revi- 
sion.

South, Salt Lake City.

The BYU chapter of the National 
Association for Social Work will hold 
a panel discussion about AIDS today 
from 7 to 9 p.m. in 151 TNRB. 

The group will display the Utah por- 
tion of an AIDS quilt Friday. 

The two-part panel, titled “AIDS: 
Anybody Everybody,” will be led by 
Don Austin, a licensed clinical social 
worker. 

The first hour of the discussion will 
concern AIDS education and general 
awareness. The second hour will deal 
with clinical intervention issues, said 
Tracy Wilkinson Sparks, class repre- 


sentative of the BYU chapter of: 


NASW. 


Sparks said the purpose of the dis-: 


cussion is to bring AIDS awareness to 
BYU. : 

“We would like to increase aware- 
ness and increase dialogue,” Sparks 
said. 

Educating.clinical students about 
contemporary intervention skills is 
another purpose of the panel. 

“Empowerment is the key to treat- 
ing AIDS patients,” Sparks said. 
“Empowerment is a primary interven- 
tion goal.” 

Other intervention techniques 
include working with grieving AIDS 
patients and families. 

Clinicians must address moral and 
physical issues, Sparks said. 

Lincoln Bramwell, a sophomore 
majoring in history from San Luis 
Obispo, Calif., said he is not con- 
cerned about AIDS or AIDS aware- 
ness. : 

“Tm not afraid of getting AIDS here 
at BYU,” Bramwell said. “This is the 
last place on earth I could get it.” 

Bramwell said he thinks AIDS is 
100 percent preventable, unlike can- 
eet: 

Karen Gerdes, assistant professor in 
the department of social work, said 
she thinks AIDS is a serious problem 
everywhere.

To the Editor: 

I am pleased to see that my letter entitled 
“Socialized: Medicine” has evoked two elo- 
quent responses thus far. The letter from 
Taylor Anderson Tuesday is by far the most 
off base. Mr. Anderson makes the same mis- 
take many Americans do when the topic of 
national health care is discussed. He assumes 
that since he had a bad experience with “social- 
ized medicine” in a foreign country, then any 
similar system in the United States will also be 
poorly run. I can’t speak for all of the industri- 
alized nations that have a national health care 
system, but I can speak for the systerh I know 
best: Canada’s. 

Here are some interesting facts and compar- 
isons between United States and Canada. 

Fact: Canada spends 9 percent of its GNP on 
health care and insures all of its citizens. The 
United States spends 12 percent of its GNP on 
health care and leaves 35 to 40 million 
Américans without health insurance. 

’ Fact: In 1990 health care costs per capita in 
the United states were $2,354. In Canada, they 
were $1,804. 

Fact: The infant mortality rate in Canada is 7 
per 1000 births. In the United States it’s 11 per 
1000 births (The National Center for Health 
Statistics, U.S. General Accounting Office). 

I would also like to challenge Mr. Taylor’s 
notion that doctors who work under national 
health care rush their work and provide poor 
quality care. There are thousands of doctors in 
Canada who would be very offended by this 


statement since it is absolutely not true! . 


Canadian doctors are just as qualified and car- 
ing as their U.S. counterparts. I know because 
I’ve received treatment on both sides of the 
border. 
Mr. Taylor also states that “bureaucracy costs 
a lot of money and is slow.” Well, you took the 
words right out of my mouth because the cur- 
rent system in the United States personifies this 
statement. U.S. hospitals spend billions of dol- 
lars more than their Canadian’ counterparts 
each year on administrative costs for billing 
‘insurance companies. In Canada the. govern- 
ment acts as the insurer for everyone so admin- 
istrative costs for billing are much smaller. 
Payments are also made sooner than you might 
think. 
* Now of course Canada’s health-care system 


‘is far from perfect, and it is true that there are 


Canadians who come to the United States for 


treatment. However, you should also be aware

Why do we not allow the market 
to control the cost of elementary education? 
The reason is that in a market-education system 
similar to the current health-care system, only 
rich children could afford an education. With 
socialized education, poor children are able to 
receive an education also, and society benefits. 
Likewise, if people were given some amount of 
medical care (not “PhD” health care, but just 
up through the “12th grade” health care), soci- 
ety would benefit as a whole. 

In a public health care system, just as in the 
public school system, there would be those 
who would abuse their privileges. Teachers get 
frustrated when children come to school not 
wanting to learn, wasting time and money. I

Lady hoopsters beat UTEP 
in Ist round of WAC tourney

Senior guard Nikki Eyre scored a 
career-high 30 points to lead the BYU 
women’s basketball team to a 82-69 
victory over UTEP in the first round 
of the WAC tournament Wednesday. 

The Cougars jumped to a 15-point 
lead by scoring 10 unanswered points 
early in the first half. However, the 
lead didn’t last long. 

The Lady Miners rallied for 13 
unanswered points of their own in the 
last four minutes of the first half. 
BYU led only 27-26 at halftime. 

“T think we lost a little focus in the 
second half of the first half,” said 
junior guard Thais Kidd, who added 
17 points and nine assists. “We had to 
re-evaluate our goals at halftime.” 

UTEP clinched its only lead of the 
game at 28-27 with 18:45 left in the 
game. The matchup was close for the 
next six minutes before the Cougars 
began to pull ahead. 

A shot by junior forward Amberli 
Nelson with 12:54 left in the game 
sparked an 18-point run for the 
Cougars, while UTEP scored only 
five points. BYU led by 16 at the end 
of the run. The Cougars remained 
ahead for the rest of the game. 

“T just came out in the second half 
thinking that I was going to attack,” 


said Eyre, who scored 20 of her 
points in the second half. 

Eyre and Kidd’ were not the only 
Cougars to score in double figures. 
Junior center Debbie Dimond con- 
tributed 16 points and eight rebounds. 
Dimond .was recently named to the 
First Team All-WAC along with 
BYU sophomore forward Behka 


Stafford. Kidd received an All-WAC 


honorable mention. 

BYU shot 50 percent for the game 
and 44 percent from the three-point 
line. UTEP shot 46 percent from 
three-point range, better than their 44 
percent game field-goal percentage. 

“Our biggest goal coming into the 
tournament was to have every player 
show up for the same game at the 
same time,” BYU coach Jeanie 
Wilson said: “I feel like we did that 
for 35 minutes today.” 

Wilson said the Cougars played 
their best full-court, quick offense of 
the year in Wednesday’s game. 

BYU will play either University of 
Utah or Colorado State in the semi- 
finals Friday at 3:00 p.m. 

UTEP coach Sandra Rushing said 
she was pleased overall with how her 
young team played against BYU. 

“BYU is a great tournament team,” 
Rushing said. “I’m sure they will be 
in the finals.”

Utes, BYU clash again 
today in the Delta Center

Part three of the now infamous 
BYU-Utah rivalry will happen today, 
as the two teams square off in the first 
game of the WAC tournament. 

The problem is that not a lot of peo- 
ple will be able to watch it. ‘ 

Tip-off in the Delta Center in Salt 
Lake City is set for 12:30 P.M., a time 
that poses problems for fans who still 


. have to be responsible at that time of 


the day. Professors and bosses, might 
not be so willing to accept the biggest 
basketball game of the year as an 
excused absence. 

“It’s a disadvantage to the tourna- 
ment to have this game, which proba- 
bly will be the most popular one, 
played at 12:30 in the afternoon,” 
BYU Athletic Director Clayne Jensen 
said to the Salt Lake Tribune. “It 
would be advantageous financially 
and for accommodating the fans if it 
could be played in the evening.” 

The game will also be subject to a 
television blackout in Utah if the 
game does not sell out. 

Seeing a major problem with ‘the 
present arrangement, the WAC front 
office asked both Jensen and Utah 
Athletic Director Chris Hill if they 
would play the game at 9:00 P.M. 
tonight. Both men said they would. 

But when Hawaii and Colorado 
State were approached about switch- 
ing their game time with BYU and 
Utah, both teams declined. 

So, the biggest, most popular game 
of the tournament will be played at 
the time where it is most inconvenient 
for the fans, and the already financial- 
ly beleaguered WAC is going to feel 
it. Right in the wallet. 

In‘a national computer ranking ser- 
vice, the Cougars were ranked 64th in 
the country as of last Monday, so 
BYU needs a good showing this week 
if they even want to think about being 
invited to the NCAA tournament. 

Losing two games in a row at’>home 
to finish the regular season isn’t going 


to impress anyone. 

“We want to be positive,” Coach 
Roger Reid said. “I’m not overly con- 
cerned, because it is not as if we lost 
by 30 points.” : 

Utah comes into this game on the 
other side of the picture, winning their 
last two over UTEP and New Mexico, 
and they know that with their 14-13 
overall record, this tournament is their 
last chance to play anywhere in the 
post-season. 

“We have been playing as hard as 
we can play all year and now we are 
playing about as well as we can play,” 
Utah Coach Rick Majerus said. “I’m 
really proud of the team for hanging 
in there and playing through adversi- 
ty.” 

The Utes are led by WAC first- 
teamer and Freshman of the Year 
Keith Van Horn. Van Horn has aver- 
aged 18.3 points a game, and 8.5 
rebounds, both team highs. More 
importantly, Van Horn averages 24 
points in his two gameswith the 
Cougars. 

A key this afternoon will be the play 
of the BYU guard-iine, an aspect of 
the Cougar game that has suffered in 
the past several games. Cougar guards 
have only averaged 13 points a game 
collectively against the Utes, and with 
Van Horn, Doug Chapman and Tony 


- Block keying on the BYU front-line, 


the Cougar perimeter game becomes 
all the more important. 

“We have gotten out of the mode 
where we are looking for our guards 
to shoot because no one has been able 
to stop Russell and Ken underneath,” 
Reid said. “This has made out guards 
kind of stagnant.” 

Roger Reid said that he knows beat- 
ing any team in the league three 
straight times is difficult to do. 
However, Reid has also been in 
enough of these tournaments to know 
that anything can happen. 

“Everybody is zero and zero. 
Anyone is capable of beating anybody 
in this tournament,” Reid said.

If the tests indicate the cancer has not spread from the testicle, Marone 
said Kruk will undergo no special treatment and would be able to return to 
playing “within the next 2-3 weeks.”

Independence movements, member- 
ship in the European Community and 
the continued presence of the monar- 
chy are controversial issues for three 
Britisn BYU students, but one faculty 
member said those issues are losing 
popular support. 

The Scottish independence move- 
ments were started because Scots 
don’t feel they’re being treated equal- 
ly, said Joanne Wigglesworth, 20, an 
elementary education major from 
Aberdeen, Scotland. She said Scotland 
is used as a trial ground for political 
action taking place in England. 

The Scots want their own govern- 
ment, said Brian Gilmour, 24, a busi- 


ness and financial management major - 


from Clydebank, Scotland. 
Wigglesworth agreed, saying England 
is favored over Scotland in the 
Scottish parliament. 

Gilmour said the English and 
Scottish have had bad relations 
throughout history. He said there has 
‘been a similar problem between 
England and Treland. 

Gilmour said the Scots were used as 
guinea pigs in the thrust for a poll tax. 
The Scots petitioned the measure, but 
found no support from England or 
Wales, he said. Later, when the poll 
tax was taken to the rest of Britain, 
petitions came to Scotland from 
England and Wales and found no sup- 
port, Gilmour said. 

“What the Scots were saying is it’s 
not fair to try this out on us,” Gilmour 
said. 

Malcolm R. Thorp, a BYU history 
faculty member, said the Scottish 
nationalist movement did very well in 
the 1970s, receiving support from 
nearly half the Scottish population. 
Support has since declined. 

Scotland and Wales have rallied for 
separate parliaments, Thorp said, but 
these issues have also lost support. 

Most Welsh nationalism comes from 
the countryside and the extreme north 
of Wales, because southern Wales has 
been dominated by England for cen- 
turies, Thorp said. 

Thorp said the Welsh movement has 
been more radical than the Scottish 
movement, and therefore does not 
receive the same popular support. 

Gilmour said another force for inde- 
pendence comes from religious 
groups. 

In Northern Ireland, Gilmour said,

the movements, including the Irish 
Republican Army, are fanatical. 

“The Catholics and Protestants even 
have their colors -—— green for 
Catholics and orange for Protestants,” 
Gilmour said. He said most problems 
between groups come from traditions. 

“We have Catholic and Protestant 
problems in Scotland,” Gilmour said, 
“but it’s not the IRA, it’s tradition. It’s 
very silly.” 

“Generally, you’ll find that the 
British people are very friendly, but 
you have to be careful when you talk 
about some topics,” Gilmour said. 

Thorp said the current fragmentation 
of Europe may result in renewed 
nationalist and ethnic movements in 
the United Kingdom, but it is too early 
to tell how effective they might be. 

Emma Votterell, 23, an accounting 
major from East Grinstead, England, 
said the independence movements are 


.. futile. 


“My view is we’re all part of the 
European Economic Community, any- 
way,” Votterell said. “If they had 
independence, they’d still be part of 
‘the EEC?’ 

Thorp said fragmentation would 
make a large difference in the short 
term, but in the long run it would 
make little difference because borders 
would become meaningless. 

Votterell said membership in the 
European Community is beneficial for 
free trade, but becomes a problem

If an earthquake occurred along the 
Wasatch Front, buildings and large 
sections of highway could collapse, 
and homes built on the mountains 
could fall due to landslides or be 
bombarded by falling rocks, emer- 
gency experts said last week. 

The California earthquake prompt- 


- ed the Provo/Orem Chamber of 
Commerce to talk about disaster’ 


preparation at a public forum Friday, 
said Malcolm Nash, emergency man- 
agement coordinator. 

“We've been fortunate over the 
years not to have a large-scale earth- 
quake,” said Richard Casto, the divi- 
sion commander for emergency ser- 
vices at the Utah County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Gary Christensen, a geologist with 
the Utah Geological Survey, showed 
slides which provided evidence of 
the fault line that runs along the 
Wasatch Mountains. 
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Provo leaders planning earthquake preparation strategy 


The fault means that this area is 
highly susceptible to earthquakes, 
Christensen said. 

Slides showed -similar damage in 
California where seismic building 


codes are a notch higher than in - 


Utah, he said. 

The blow of earthquake damage 
could be softened through wise land 
use and engineering, Christensen 
said. 

If a disaster were to occur, the 
city’s first response would be to 
evaluate basic water and electricity 
and hospital access, Casto said. 

If damage is severe enough, city 
officials could declare itself a disas- 
ter area to get outside help from fed- 
eral reserves, he said. 

Families and businesses should 
plan in advance by having a safe 
location for copies of important 
records and documents and by form- 
ing an evacuation plan of people and 
valuables. 

They should also obtain a knowl- 
edge of how to get back on their feet
